Water Supply 


The city water supply was being 
replenished a bit today but not near 
enough for the long haul ahead. 
Rainfall up lo 8 a 
rn 
today 
m easured I 30 inches in Harrisburg 
and reports from Raleigh, Galatia. 
Brushy and Tate townships, w ater­ 
shed areas for Middle Fork and 
Bankston creeks said that there 
were 
heavy 
rainfalls on those 
areas. 
Water was rising 
in tho two 
creeks and T. C. Wheeler, superin­ 
tendent of the Cl PS' Muddy power 
station, said there was hopes that 
one or two of the pumping station 
pum ps would be started today. 
The station has pumps of 750, 
3.000 and 14,500 gallons per min­ 
ute capacities and the smaller ones 
would go on first. 
The city is running its six inc h 
Congo line which brings about 500 
gallons of w ater a minute info the 
reservoir from a point above the 
place where Bankston creeks pours 
into Middle Fork. 
Also, the GIPS 
is pumping about 200 gallons a m in­ 
ute from the borrow' pit alongside 
the levee into the reservoir 
NYC to Pump Water 
Rains, 
Mr. Wheeler said, this 
morning had raised the borrow pit 
level four inches, which was an 
encouraging factor. 
This borrow pit has been pump 
ed for several days now and was 
at a very low level. 
It would take several days of 
continuous pumping from Middle 
Fork to put the two dismal-looking 
reservoirs into a respectable con­ 
dition, 
The north reservoir has been so 
low’ for weeks that fhe (TPS suc­ 
tion line has been a foot and a half 
out of the water and water from 
the spray pond has been used at 
the power plant. 
Amos Doom, water superinten­ 
dent, said the city was planning 
to close the West Harrisburg drain­ 
age ditch flood gate in the levee 
at the request of the New York 
Central railroad, so that the com­ 
pany could pump the accumulated 
w ater over into its own reservoir.

Life in South 


Korea, Formosa 


Release Carried 
Out Despite Violent 
Communist Objections 


PANMUNJOM, Korea, Thursday 
6T> 
The last of more than 22,000 
anti com m unist war prisoners w ere 
being released from their neutral 
zone compounds early today and 
some were already on their way to 
a new life in Formosa and South 
Korea 
Precisely at 1:30 a rn (10:30 a. 
rn, CST) Indian custodial guards 
{turned the final prisoner over to 
the United Nations. 
Thc Indians said a total of 21.809 
POWS. including 14,227 Chinese and 
7,582 North Koreans, were releas­ 
ed 
Of these, 72 Chinese and 32 
North Koreans asked for rep a tria­ 
tion at the last minute and were 
given back to the Reds. 
The long awaited release was car* 
lied out without incident despite 
violent Communist objections that 
the prisoner* were being “abduct­ 
ed.” 
10,000 Taken to Inchon 
The first of the prisoners releas­ 
ed after th*- operation began at 8 
a in were quickly processed th ru 
ti N reception camps south of the 
neut ral zone and loaded into trucks 
and trains for distribution. 
About 10,000 Chinese were taken 
immediately 
to 
Inchon 
harbor 
where they were loaded aboard IO 
American LSTs for the trip to F o r­ 
mosa. 
Navy officials said the last 
freed Chinese should be ready to 
sail from Inchon by 3 p. rn. 
At Inchon, the red-hating Chinese 
played m artial music on drums and 
bugles fashioned from beer can* 
and prison cam p scrap metal as 
they boarded the ships, 
"W e’ve been behind the wire 
more than a thousand days,” one 
shouted. 
“ It’s wonderful to b t 
free." 
Afraid of Red Attack 
The POWS said they did not 
learn until Tuesday they were to 
be released. 
“We didn’t sleep all night be­ 
cause we were afraid the Reds 
would attack us to take us back.” 
one said. 
“ We were determined 
to die in the compound rather than 
go north.” 
The Communist leaders did not 
intervene in the return despite an 
lith hour protest to the Indian 
Command that the release was a 
"violation of the armistice agree­ 
ment,” 
Red officers tried up to the last 
to get the prisoners to return to 
communism by broadcasting an ap­ 
peal to return home. 
The prisoners, except for the 
handful that asked for repatriation, 
marched orderly down the road to 
freedom from the neutral camp to 
the Allied reception center. 
Pro Reds Unwanted 
The 347 pro-Communist prison­ 
ers whom the Reds have refused to 
take back rem ained in their com* 
pound 
apparently 
unaware 
that 
their new "leaders” didn’t want 
them. 
An Indian spokesman said the 
custodial force would have to “de­ 
cide what to do” with the form er 
Allied soldiers, including 21 Amer­ 
icans and I Briton. 
The Indian Command has said 
it would not accept responsibility 
for an> of the prisoners in the neu­ 
tral zone afte r midnight Friday, 
'one set by the Korean armistice 
agreement for freeing of all non- 
rooat nates.

He said 
evidence obtained by his perman­ 
ent investigating subcommittee in­ 
dicated the money was taken by 
some employ es of “ the old Achcson 
State Department,** 
Asked by the United Press about 
the current status of the investiga­ 
tion. a Stale Department spokes­ 
man said: 
“ The investigation is verbally 
completed 
There is no indication 
that any State Department person 
nel have at any time been involved 
in any way ” 
Unable to Find Evidence 
Authorities familiar with the in­ 
quiry said there is no prospect that 
this verdict will change when the 
case is closed formally, presuma­ 
bly in the near future. 
Neither the 
State Department 
employes nor the foreign country 
alleged to have been involved in 
the shakedown 
have ever been 
identified 
There have been unoffi 
eiai reports, however, that a politi­ 
cal group in Nicaragua had sought 
to gain recognition as the legal 
government of that country “ for 
a price.” 
Without giving any details. Mc­ 
Carthy said evidence indicated the 
foreign country paid the money “ to 
get consideration that it was en­ 
titled to anyway ” The senator rec 
oni in ended that the State Depart 
merit look more deeply into the al­ 
legations aired before his investi­ 
gating subcommittee.
